in the matter of good roads and pleasan 
drives. The work of putting the streets 
in a pleasing shape is making progress 
It may not be out of place to make a 
few suggestions relative to this impor 
taut work. Anything worth doing is 
•worth doing well, and it is iuipossibli 
for the authorities to do all in a day, o 
a year, or to yield to the whims of each 
and every property holder. To mak 
streets, the first thing that should be 
done is to establish a grade for the 
streets and sidewalks and make tbos 
conform equitably to the property on 
either side, and when the grade is thai 
established make it a matter of record 
and maku all conform to it. No on 
will expect to hare the grade of till the 
streets established at one time; but a! 
would be content if those in powe: 
would take first the principal street 
make it what it should be, thun the nei 
street in importance and follow this 
plan till the grade of all the streets anc 
sidewalks are thus established aucl con 
formed to. To do this woik and do i 
well, it most be somebody's business 
the work of someone's head who wil 
have to auswer for his stewardship. 
Until this is done the streets cannot be 
what they should and the sidewalks wil 
be far from pleasant. 
The plan o 


crowning the streets is an admirabl 
ono und doubtless will be continued as 
rapidly as means will permit. It wil 
cost bat little to have the grade estab 
listed on the streets where work is be 
ing done and the labor saved in making 
changes will more than amount to thi 
cost of so doing. 
It is to be hoped thi 


authorities will at once start in tha 
work and work to the stakes as set bj 
the engineer rather than trust to tbi 
eyoa of the many employes. 


In every town and city there ore land 


lords who are ever ready to gather in 
daoats from the wages of sin. 
There 


are men who have daughters pure anc 
undented that are garbed from the ren 
of dens of infamy. 
There are those 


whose duty it is to protect the morals 
of a community, who are willing, under 
the guise of a tenancy, to sow vice 
broadcast. This shows the fraility o: 
mac, and it is doubtless one of the 
causes that produced the trite saying, 
"Constancy, thou art a jewel." 
In 


Beno there are those who willingly lease 
property in tho most public parts of the 
town to persons whose morals taint the 
air which they breathe; whose pride is 
to poison the atmosphere which sur- 
rounds them, and to dig pits into which 
the young may fall, and then glory in 
the fact of their polluting influence.

NKW YOBX, August 2.—A Buffalo spec 


ial to the Times says: Becently the 
Express of this city painted some reminis 
sconces of Hon. A. N. Cole, who claims 
to have been the father of the Eepubli 
can party, and who for thirty years has 
been on more or less intimate terms with 
the great political leaders. In these nr 
tides has been much concerning these 
leaders. It appears that the papers con- 
taining the articles were forwarded to 
John Sherman. The latter found time 
to writs the following decidedly pertineni 
letter to Mr. Cole: "I have read with 
deep interest what is said in the number 
of July 12th, with reference to Elaine's 
opinion of myself. It is quite true, as 
Mr. Blaine saye, that he and I have 
always been on intimate terms and have 
always bad the highest regard for each 
other. 
"We were both presented as can- 


didates in 1880; but then some of Mr 
Blaine's friends in Ohio made the fata 
mistake of dividing the Ohio delegation 
and they refused to vote for me, but votec 
for Hr. Blaine. This not only defeated 
ms, bat prevented the concentration o: 
the Ohio delegation in favor of Mr 
Blaine on the night before the last day 
of the convention, when he said he hopec 
the Ohio delegation would unite upon 
me, and, if so, my nomination would fol 
low as a matter of course. But so much 
fetlmg bad been caused by the division 
that it was found impossible, and was 
only reconciled by the nomination o: 
General Garfield. It may be that the same 
division will produce a like result in the 
approching canvass. I certainly have 
no objection to the nomination of. Mr 
Blaine, and if he is nominated I wil 
do what I did in 1884. I will do all ] 
can to secure his election. He is more 
injured than benefitted by tha activity 
of his friends in making the divisions in 
Bepublicau States." 


By some it is considered that the 


special significance of this letter is the 
fact that it indicates no change whatever 
in the fair rivalry and cordiul relation- 
ship which have long existed between 
Sherman and Blaine. It is held to mean 
that John Sherman will get theBepubll 
oan nomination next year, if he can; i: 
he can't, he will be glad to see it fall to 
James G. Blaine, and that if the honor 
should fall upon Sherman, it will be 
taken for granted that the Ohio states- 
man will have the hearty support 01 
Blaine. 


There will be another rush to Califor- 


nia this Fall and Winter, and another 
boom will take place in the Golden 
State that promises to be far greater 
than those which have taken place in 
the past.

TllE 
UNIVERSITY. 


Substantial Improvements i bat 


have been Hade on It. 


Tha money that was appropriated for 


improving the State University building 
is being ju liciously expended, and when 
the institution is oreucd it will be oae 
of the finest plncss of education on this 
coast. 
Other institutions of tha bums 


desciiptiou may boast of moro room and 
better improved grounds', but no finer 
system of ventilation or & more healthy 
locality. 
The ceilings are high, and 


oveiy room in the building is lighted by 
large windows and have ventilators both 
below and above. Gas and water pipes 
run to every poition of the building, 
and tho system of sewerage connected 
with the institution is complete aud per- 
fect in all its cUt'UK. The building 
stands out in bold relief, leaMtig a com- 
manding view of the entire surround- 
ings of Boao for miits. The grounds 
are large, and when improved and 
planted io shade tiees, as is the inten- 
tion of the Board, they will be trans- 
formed into an earthly paradise. The 
water supply will be leceived from a 
reservoir some iliutauce north of the 
baildmg, and fioru which a laige pipe is 
already laid. All the ground can be ii- 
rigated from the leseivoir urul kt-pt con- 
stantly green. A broail though short 
flight of steps lead to the main entrance 
of the buildirg, v/uich opens into a 
large spacious hall. On the east side 
of the entrance, and in the front of the 
building, is a private office nnd the lab- 
oratory; back of the office is an elegant 
wash-room containing five marble bowls, 
and tha space between (hem uud back 
of them being laid in the tmrno polished 
mateiial; back of the labomtoiy is the 
gymnasium, which is to be nicely fitted 
up. 
On the opposite side of the build- 


ing, in the north und, is the library, 
reading room and cabinet; iu the front 
is the President's office, aud an elegantly 
furnished reception room. From the 
main hall-way there is a flight of stairs 
leading to the basement. 
This portion 


of the building is eomonted and plaster- 
ed throughout, and one portion of it is 
to be used as au assay office and for in- 
struction in chemistry, aud the other 
portion will be occupied by the janitor 
and his family. The basement is to be 
lighted with gap, and will be a very 
pleasant place when finished. Ascend- 
ing to the fiist floor an easy stairway, 
having an intermediate landing, lends to 
the second floor. Entering u door im- 
mediately to the light of the landing, 
one is ushered into a largo recitation 
room that receives its light by day from 
four double windows; it is a bright and 
nicely finished room and cun, through 
the medium of ventilators, bo kept pure 
and healthy. On tha same side, and 
immediately adjoining the room just 
described, is another to be used for the 
same purpose. 
Though not so large as 


the first room it is equally well finished 
and lighted. Crossing the hall, a door 
opens into the lecture room, the largest 
one in the building. Between the lec- 
ture room ana the recitation room are 
two hat rooms, each being furnished 
with a wash bowl. On the third floor, 
immediately over the lecture room, is 
the chapel; on the opposite side of the 
hall is the armory. On tbis floor is also 
two hat rooms, ananged just as those 
below; from this floor the view is simcly 
grand. Looking north is a rolling coun- 
try, and the N. & 0. B. B. winding its 
way through the hills, while off to the 
west the mountains of the Sierra Nevada 
range roar their lofty heads. Looking 
to the south, a full view of Keno and 
the valley is obtained, and from the east 
and south, the great Trnckee Meadows 
with the insane asylum aud reduction 
works in the distance, are to be seen, 
Tho picture piesented from the observa- 
tory and the third story must bo seen to 
be appreciated. Tho observatory is not 
yet completed, but when finished tiill 
be seveuteen feet above the building. 
If parents who intend sending their 
children to school, will vibit the State 
University and go through it, they will 
never send them away from Nevada to 
receive an education. 


Low WATEE.—All tLe stamps on the 


Carson river are eujoyiag a season of 
rest in consequence of low ^vater. It is 
rumored that the ranchers on the river 
are flooding their ranches above for the 
purpose of killing the bagebrnsh, and 
Superintendent Jones of the Crown 
Point and Belcher mines will make a 
trip up the river to sea- if more water 
cannot be turned in the liver.
